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Objections To Drawing 

The drawing in this case is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) for failing to show 
all features of the claimed invention(s). The claimed subjected matter encompasses a 
number of different species of a fuel injection apparatus, but at least four of these are 
not shown in the drawing. The species missing from the drawing include embodiments 
comprising a crenellated surface, a sinusoidal surface, a saw-toothed surface, and a 
spiral surface; see claims 4-6, 7, and 10. If the claims to these species are to be 
retained, then the drawing should be appropriately amended to show the missing sub- 
ject matter. 

Species Election 

This application encompasses ten different species of the inventive" subject mat- 
ter. These include the species of Figure 3a, 3b, 3c, 3d, 4, 5, a species having a crenel- 
lated surface as in claim 4, a species having a sinusoidal surface as in claim 6, a spe- 
cies having a saw-toothed surface as in claim 7, and a species having a spiral surface 
as in claim 10. (As indicated above, the last four species are not shown in the drawing.) 
Pursuant to 35 USC 121 , applicant is required for a complete response to (1 ) elect a 
single disclosed species and (2) list all claims readable on the elected species including 
any claims subsequently added (MPEP 809.02(a)). 
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Claim 1 appears to be generic. 

Applicant is further advised that a mere argument alleging that a generic claim 
is allowable will not satisfy a species election requirement. For a complete response, 
applicant must elect a single species and list the claims readable on that species as set 
forth above. 

It is additionally emphasized that the presence of unillustrated species in this 
case would impede any attempt to hold a comprehensive telephone discussion of the 
species election requirement, and hence, a telephone election has not been offered in 
this instance.
